He 
was summing up how it had felt 
through the many years to reach 
this day. 

Hoyer was referring to the 
lengthy saga as planning for the 
facility, acquisition of the land 
and then its threatened sale (and 
abandonment of the project) fol- 
lowed, one episode after the 
other, before the project was fi- 
nally reinstated. Through it all, 
Hoyer had shepherded it on its 
labyrinthine way. 

But on this day he was also 
joking about the actual weather 
impinging on the ceremony for 
which he had just arrived. The 
real question on this day had 
been whether the long-awaited 
event would actually be held. 
The projected massive snow- 
storm, beginning around 10 a.m., 
had left a thick blanket by early 
afternoon and schools every- 
where in the region were closed. 
The event, on the cleared tract 
off Ora Glen Drive near Hanover

streetscape features. 

Gallagher has been meeting 
on a regular basis with Greenbelt 
Director of Planning and Com- 
munity Development Celia Craze 
and the Greenbelt planning staff. 
As yet, Craze has not made any 
recommendations to the Green- 
belt City Council nor has the 
council taken any positions relat- 
ing to the current plans. The 
council considered the matter at 
an executive worksession held 
on February 23. 

How quickly Greenbelt Metro- 
park can proceed with the imple- 
mentation of these plans will be 
dependent on the response of 
the Prince George’s Planning 
Board to the request for reconsid- 
eration of the prior approvals for 
Greenbelt Station’s conceptual 
site plan and preliminary plan of 
subdivision. Both the Planning 
Board and Prince George’s 
County Council had approved 
these plans. However, the City 
of Greenbelt successfully ap- 
pealed these decisions to the 
Maryland courts and was handed 
the verdict it sought from the 
Maryland Court of Appeals — a 
reversal of the approvals. That 
reversal was based on a require- 
ment of the county’s law requir-

The new art ex- 
hibit “Greenbelt 
Personalities” at the 
New Deal Café fea- 
tures photos by Jon 
Gardner. In his 
first solo show he 
sets out to reveal 
people’s personali- 
ties by capturing 
their faces and the 
community’s iden- 
tity by capturing its 
personalities.

He was re- 
minded of her love of blue; half 
her clothes were of that color.

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Synagogue Will Celebrate 


oOth Anniversary on Mar. 5

On Saturday evening March 5 
Mishkan Torah will celebrate the 
50th anniversary of the dedica- 
tion of its original building by 
holding an evening of food, mu- 
sic and dancing. Present and 
former members will be attend- 
ing. They will be marking what 
would have been a very unusual 
event if it occurred elsewhere, 
but in Greenbelt in the 1950s it 
was very characteristic and per- 
haps expected. 

The history of the construc- 
tion of the original building of 
the Jewish Community Center of 
Prince George’s County (which is 
still the official name of Mishkan 
Torah) is unique. Many of the 
original members are no longer 
alive or no longer residing in 
Greenbelt. But they left behind 
the story of how the building 
came into being. 

Due to outside pressure, the 
two Jewish communities in 
Greenbelt in the early 1950s came 
together to build a community 
center which could also be used 
as a sanctuary. The two commu- 
nities were divided on their out- 
looks on Judaism. One commu- 
nity was more religiously obser- 
vant and the other was more so- 
cially identified than religiously 
identified with the greater Jewish 
community. The outside pressure 
was the “red scare” of Mc- 
Carthyism. Living in Greenbelt, 
which was then considered some- 
what of a “communistic” town by 
the arch-conservatives in the area, 
and not belonging to an orga- 
nized “church” was double proof 
that you were most probably a 
communist! 






Architectural plans for the 
community center were designed 
as a Class project of the Howard 
University School of Architecture. 
But there were not enough funds 
to hire a contractor. Being opti- 
mists, they thought that they 
could build it themselves with- 
out mechanical tools. When 
other people in Greenbelt saw 
what these amateurs were doing, 
they organized an informal group 
of volunteers to help. As a re- 
sult the building of the original 
edifice took more than four years 
to complete with work being 
done on weekends and in the 
long summer evenings. 

The original building had a 
contemporary 1950s modern look. 
A school addition was added in 
the late 1960s and the roof was 
redesigned last year, thereby 
eliminating the problems of a flat 
roof. 

Mishkan Torah is still a small 
synagogue/community center, 
and retains its unique approach 
to Judaism, reflecting its origin. 
It is dually affiliated with both 
the Conservative and Recon- 
structionist movements.

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Homeless Men Sheltered 
At Saint John's Church

Seventeen homeless men re- 
ceived hospitality and sustenance 
at St. John’s Episcopal Church of 
Beltsville during the week of Feb- 
ruary 13-20. St. John’s partici- 
pated for the 13th year in the 
Safehaven Program, an outreach 
of Help-by-Phone, Inc. In this 
program many churches in north- 
ern Prince George’s County work 
together by each providing one 
week of shelter for homeless men 
during the winter’ season. 
Greenbelt’s churches also partici- 
pate in this program. 

Safehaven supplements pro- 
grams organized by the county 
and other welfare agencies in the 
area. Having food and shelter 
taken care of gives these men a 
chance to get back on their feet. 

The men who stayed at St. 
John’s found a warm meal and a 
bunk for the night. Families 
provided home-style meals which 
they shared with the men, then 
stayed for the evening to watch 
videos, play games and talk. 
Recent-release DVDs were pro- 
vided free of charge by 
Greenbelt Video. 

Church members made sure 
the men had toiletries, bus to- 


kens, breakfast and bag lunches. 
Fairland Aquatics Center, as they 
have for many years, provided 
shower facilities for the men. 

Located at the intersection of 
Route One and Powder Mill 
Road, St. John’s is a small and 
friendly church, with the mission 
of providing hospitality and sus- 
tenance to all. The church’s vol- 
unteer opportunities are focused 
on this mission, including 
Safehaven, Bread for the World 
and SHARE, a program deliver- 
ing bags of groceries at below 
cost. 

St. John’s is also active in 
supporting the families of Transi- 
tional Housing at Springhill 
Lake, where members also donate 
bags of groceries through 
SHARE, as well as holding spe- 
cial donation drives at Christmas, 
Easter and back-to-school times. 

As light filters through the 
stained glass and the sanctuary is 
filled with the strains of sacred 
music, St. John’s has a reassuring 
atmosphere of continuity and per- 
manence. Through programs like 
Safehaven, it stays vibrant and 
active in the world today. 


Metro Service Yard to Get New Building 


Planning and Community De- 
velopment Director Celia Craze 
has reported that the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Admin- 
istration (WMATA) will be un- 
dertaking improvements at the 
Greenbelt Metro Service Yard 
across the Beltway from the 
Metro station. Metro plans to 
increase its trains to eight cars in 
length and will be purchasing 
120 new cars. WMATA will be 
consolidating its *backshop” op- 
erations for efficiency, according 
to Craze, and will be construct- 
ing a new two-story general 


maintenance building at the 
Greenbelt yard. 

The new building will be 
72,000 square feet and it will be 
constructed on an area currently 
used for surface parking. Park- 
ing will be replaced through the 
elimination of storage and realign- 
ment of other parking areas, Craze 
said. There will be no increase 
in impervious surfaces associated 
with the building program and the 
building will not impact any envi- 
ronmentally sensitive or forested 
areas. Contract work is expected 
to begin this month.

helping with the videotaping and 
broadcasting. 

Palau won a national SAVVY 
award from the City-County 
Communications and Marketing 
Association for a video produced 
on the ACE (Advisory Committee 
of Education) Reading Club. 
The program won the top award 
for the citizen participation cat- 
egory. Book reviews given by 
students at various city schools 
are videotaped. Close to 1,000 
students were involved in this 
program, she said. 

Among the 70 programs she 
produced in fiscal year 2004 
were 20 segments of the ACE 
Reading Club, Creative Kids 
Camp plays, Greenbelt museum 
lectures, Labor Day events and 
more. 

Oprah 

Most recently, Palau produced 
a videotape promoting Greenbelt 
as a small town that should be 
featured on the Oprah Winfrey 
Show, after she learned that the 
TV personality wanted to do a 
show about a small town. A rush 
job, in order to quickly bring 
Greenbelt to the attention of 
Winfrey, Palau did the videotap- 
ing over a weekend, interviewing 
as many Greenbelters as possible. 
She found a young Greenbelt 
man, Jesse Goldberg-Strassler, to 
do the narrating. 

She told the club that she ex- 
pected the video to be sent to 


Winfrey shortly and shown on 
Channel 71 soon thereafter. 

Another of Palau’s responsi- 
bilities is maintaining the city’s 
website. She is now working on 
providing a more interactive site. 
For example, persons interested 
in seeking employment with the 
city will be able to apply over the 
internet. 

Palau is also liaison to 
Comcast Cable, which provides 
cable service in the city under a 
city franchise.

ing conceptual site plans that re- 
quired needed public facilities to 
be included in an official plan or 
a commitment from the devel- 
oper to pay for the improvements 
prior to approval being granted. 
Roads 

This was not the case with 
Greenbelt Station where, in par- 
ticular, public road improvements 
were determined to be necessary 
to support the dense develop- 
ment planned for the property. 
The county and developer had 
planned to phase-in development 
of the property as road improve- 
ment plans were officially 
adopted, a procedure commonly 
done in other developments but 
not permitted under the particu- 
lar laws governing this develop- 
ment as a Metro Planned Com- 
munity. Approval of the concep- 
tual site plan was a prerequisite 
for approval of the preliminary 
plan of subdivision. Hence, the 
court voided both approvals. 

Error 

In submitting its request for 
reconsideration, the developer 
said the Planning Board could 
do so because there had been an 
error in law made and that this 
was a basis upon which recon- 
sideration was possible. The de- 
veloper further proposed a plan 
for financing public road im- 
provements in which the prop- 
erty would be legally bound to 
pay for the costs of these 1m- 
provements, including ramps to 
and from the Beltway for traffic 
coming from and going to the 
east, if public financing, as is 
being sought, does not become 
available.

At the March 17 Planning 
Board meeting, scheduled for 9 
a.m., the board is expected to de- 
cide either to reconsider the ap- 
provals or not do so — possibly 
by a simple motion, or lack 
thereof, with little debate. If the 
board votes to reconsider, then it 
will schedule the matter on a fu- 
ture agenda to consider the merits 
of the reconsideration proposed 
by the developer. If it does not 
reconsider, then the developers 
will have to begin again with the 
Planning Board by submitting a 
conceptual site plan for the full 
plan-review process. 

The Greenbelt City Council 
has not yet taken a position on 
the request for reconsideration. 

Agreement 

At one time, prior to the court 
decision, it appeared that the 
city and Metropark had reached 
agreement on a development pro- 
cess that would satisfy the city’s 
concerns. That agreement in- 
cluded annexation of the south 
core to the city. It is presently an 
unincorporated area adjacent to 
not only Greenbelt but also 
Berwyn Heights and College Park. 

Since the court decision, there 
have been further indications that 
the city and Metropark might 
come to some type of an agree- 
ment. In a February 3 article by 
Natasha Brown in the Greenbelt 
edition of the Gazette, Daniel 
Colton of Greenbelt Metropark 1s 
reported to have said that 
Metropark is willing to offer 
Greenbelt annexation of the 
development’s south core and 
work with the city on other is- 
sues. 


Thursday, March 3, 2005 


In a December 15 presentation 
of legislative issues to Green- 
belt’s delegation to the Maryland 
General Assembly the council 
told the legislators that the city 
was opposed to the public fund- 
ing of the ramps from the 
Beltway to Greenbelt Station. 
The statement then went on to 
say, “However, the matter of the 
ramps has been included in 
settlement negotiations that have 
occurred in the past with repre- 
sentatives of Greenbelt Station 
and may occur in the future.” 


City Reimbursed 
For Court Appeal 


The City of Greenbelt has 
been reimbursed for some of its 
expenses related to its appeal of 
the approvals of the conceptual 
site plan and preliminary plan of 
subdivision for Greenbelt Sta- 
tion. The reimbursements were 
ordered by the District Court 
when the Maryland Court of 
Appeals agreed with the city 
that the approvals did not com- 
ply with the county law govern- 
ing such approvals. 

City Manager Michael Mc- 
Laughlin informed the Green- 
belt City Council that the city 
had received a check from the 
Prince George’s County govern- 
ment in the amount of 
$1,663.80 as its share of the re- 
imbursement of expenses. 
McLaughlin expects’ other 
checks to be rendered by Green- 
belt Metropark, L.L.C., and the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission.

City Police Receive 


Canine Team Awards 
On Saturday, February 5 the 
United States Police Canine As- 
sociation, Region Three, held its 
awards banquet at the Greenbelt 
American Legion. Two canine 
teams from the Greenbelt Police 
Department received the Triple 
Crown award, which consists of 
certification in patrol dog, track- 
ing and narcotics detection. 
They were Canine Unit Supervi- 
sor Cpl. Robert Musterman with 
his partner Cigo and MPO John 
M. (Mike) Dewey with his part- 
ner Duke. Only seven teams in 
the region received this award. 

Additionally, Dewey and 
Duke received a first place award 
in tracking and MPO Randy 
Marks and his partner Baron re- 
ceived a first place award in the 
novice class. MPO Barry P. 
Byers, also a Greenbelt police 
canine handler, received the 
President’s Award for coordinat- 
ing the banquet and for service 
to the organization above and 
beyond the call of duty. 

Dewey and Byers are both on 
the Region Three Board of Di- 
rectors. Dewey has been the 
treasurer for approximately two 
years and Byers has been a 
trustee for about five months. 


Police, SHA, ERHS 
Get Seatbelt Awards 


Representatives of the 
Greenbelt Police Department, 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) and the Maryland State 
Highway Administration (SHA) 
were recognized by the Mary- 
land Highway Office at the State 
Highway Administration and the 
Committee for Safety Belt Use, 
Inc., for exemplary seatbelt use 
by their employees and students 
throughout 2004. 

The awards ceremony, which 
took place at the BWI Airport 
Marriott, featured special recog- 
nition of businesses, schools, re- 
ligious institutions and agencies 
after at least 88 percent of their 
populations were observed wear- 
ing seatbelts on at least two oc- 
casions. 

To qualify for the award, par- 
ticipants conducted two observa- 
tional seatbelt surveys in their 
parking lots during regular busi- 
ness hours. These surveys were 
spaced at least 30 days apart to 
indicate sustained usage rates and 
were conducted according to 
guidelines provided by the 
Governor’s Highway Safety Office 
at the Maryland Highway Ad- 
ministration. 

Maryland now boasts the 
highest seatbelt compliance rate 
on the east coast and one of 
the highest in the country. 
Eighty-nine percent of Mary- 
land motorists use seatbelts as 
they travel. 

Employees of the SHA, lo- 
cated at the intersection of 
Kenilworth Avenue and Crescent 
Road, recorded a usage rate of 
98 percent and the rate for stu- 
dents of ERHS was 94 percent. 
The employees of the Greenbelt 
Police Department observed a 
usage rate of 100 percent. Sur- 
veys have also shown that the 
average overall seatbelt usage 
rate for Greenbelt residents is 91 
percent. 


McClure Gets Life 


For Osborne Murder 

On February 28, U.S. District 
Court Judge Deborah  K. 
Chasanow sentenced Cornell W. 
McClure to life in prison, sparing 
him the death penalty. Accord- 
ing to “The Washington Post,” 
Judge Chasanow said that the 
ageravating factors involved in 
the killing did not outweigh the 
evidence of McClure’s difficult 
childhood and other mitigating 
circumstances. The judge also 
said that McClure’s co-defendant, 
Rufus J. Millegan, Jr., who 
pleaded guilty and received a 
life sentence, was just as cul- 
pable as McClure. 

According to testimony, 
McClure and Millegan believed 
that Tessa Osborne had set up 
the robbery of Millegan’s apart- 
ment. On May 2, 2001, they 
lured her into a vehicle as she 
was walking to work at the 
Greenbelt Co-op, drove her to 
the Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center and shot her 11 
times. 

On February 3, 2005, after a 
six-day trial, Chasanow con- 
victed McClure of first degree 
murder, kidnapping and a weap- 
ons charge. Because the crimes 
took place on federal property, 
McClure was tried in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court and federal prosecu- 
tors were seeking the death pen- 
alty against him. 

Bridgette Osborne, Tessa’s 
mother, was quoted by “The 
Washington Post” as saying, 
“The sentence doesn’t change the 
fact that ’ve lost my daughter. I 
think the judge presided fairly 
over the case. It’s something I 
wish I never had to go through.” 
She also praised FBI agents, U.S. 
Park Police and federal prosecu- 
tors for their diligent work on 
the case. 


Defendant Pleads 
Guilty in SHL Murder 


On Tuesday, March 1 Dialo 
Isiah Shalto, 27, of Adelphi pled 
guilty to second degree murder 
in Circuit Court in Upper 
Marlboro for the July 11, 2004 fa- 
tal shooting of Carlton Anthony 
Sharpe, 20, of Breezewood Drive 
in Greenbelt. Shalto made his 
plea after a jury had been se- 
lected for the trial but before 
opening statements. Sentencing 
is scheduled for April 15. 

Sharpe had been talking to a 
friend in front of an apartment 
building in Springhill Lake when 
they were approached by several 
men. An altercation ensued and 
several shots were fired. His 
friend escaped and called police. 
Sharpe was dead when police ar- 
rived. 


County, Nextel Aim 
For School Bus GPS 


Prince George’s County Pub- 
lic Schools (PGCPS) and Nextel 
Communications, Inc., are collabo- 
rating to deploy a Global Posi- 
tioning Satellite (GPS) wireless 
system on more than 1,300 
school buses by the end of the 
school year. This will allow ad- 
ministrators to track the location 
of all PGCPS buses in real time. 
PGCPS is the first school district 
in the state to use GPS in all its 
buses. The system will transmit 
latitude and longitude information 
to the dispatch center, allowing 
PGCPS personnel to monitor loca- 
tion information on buses as they 
pick up and drop off children, 
helping to increase efficiency, re- 
duce operating costs and improve 
safety. PGCPS buses transport 
nearly 100,000 students twice 
daily. According to “School Bus 
Fleet,” a national trade magazine, 
PGCPS ranks fifth in the nation 
for its number of daily riders.

the shelter, a welcome haven 
against the blowing snow. City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
and Assistant City Manager 
David Moran, Delegate Justin 
Ross, County Councilmember 
Douglas Peters and several postal 
officials, including District Man- 
ager Timothy Haney of the Capi- 
tal Performance Cluster in 
Brentwood, huddled under the 
canvas covering. 

They were soon joined by the 
mayor and Greenbelt City 
Councilmembers Edward Putens, 
Rodney Roberts and Konrad 
Herling. Only Councilmember Leta 
Mach was missing, having been 
stranded in St. Louis by the storm.

Also missing for a time was 
the featured speaker himself, 
Congressman Hoyer.

the heavy clay. 

Before departing, Hoyer, well 
aware of Greenbelters’ concerns 
that some form of postal facility 
still remain in the Roosevelt 
Center, promised that “a pres- 
ence” will be maintained there.

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Greenbelt Author Releases 
Poetry Book, “Unshackled”

When Peggi Jenyl Trusty was in 
the 5th grade she submitted an en- 
try in a poetry contest at her 
school. That winning entry, titled 
“Dreams,” was the beginning of her 
love of writing. Over the years her 
hard work of writing various poems 
culminated in a collection book 
called “Unshackled” which was re- 
leased in early February. 

Trusty, 29, dedicated the book 
to her three children, ages 3, 6 and 
7. The poems were written over 
the last 15 years. The work re- 
flects several subjects such as her 
experiences with family and 
friends, living as an African-Ameri- 
can and the September terrorist at- 
tacks of 2001. 

“Sometimes it’s hard for people 
to articulate what they feel and 
once they read my book, they can 
say ‘Oh, that’s how I felt about a 
person or situation,” said Trusty. 

She said that each poem would 
vary in the amount of time it 
would take to write from three min- 
utes to six months. A favorite of 
hers is “Wordplay,” which took a 
minute to write and is a fun and 
sensual poem. The following is a 
verse from that work: “I should re- 
frain from saying so. My lips 
don’t usually form words like this. 
But since I’m here, let me kiss you 
with words that are as succulent as 
ripe fruit dripping ever so slowly 
into your hands.” 

According to Trusty, poetry is 
a hard topic to sell and it was 
hard trying to get her work pub- 
lished. She ultimately went to a 
self-publishing company where, 


unlike other publishing houses 
which would help sell the book, 
she had the sole responsibility to 
promote it herself. Trusty will go 
on tour in March to host readings 
of her book in Dallas, Texas, and 
Huntsville, Ala. 

She’s also currently working on 
her first novel, titled “Crucified,” 
which is a fictional story of a 
person’s conversion during the 
time of Christ. 

When asked what people want 
in reading any book, Trusty said 
it’s all about finding something 
they can relate to. 

“It’s creating characters that 
readers can identify with. It’s im- 
portant that they can get an intel- 
lectual and emotional response 
from the work,” she said. Trusty 
is an avid reader of the Bible since 
it’s given her the most inspiration 
in her writing and reflects the 
things she believes in. In terms of 
advice she can give for up-and- 
coming authors, Trusty believes 
that you have to keep writing and 
writing. 

“You can’t wait for someone to 
give you an opportunity, so you 
have to blaze your own trail and 
market yourself,’ she says. 

Trusty was born and grew up in 
Huntsville. She was a journalism 
major at Oakwood College in 
Huntsville and got her masters de- 
gree in organizational communica- 
tion at Bowie State University. Her 
book is available for purchase at 
www.booksurge.com.

OPPORTUNITY 
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City Asks for More 
Time on ICC 


Mayor Judith Davis has sent 
a joint letter to Nelson Castel- 
lanos, administrator for the Fed- 
eral Highway Administration — 
Baltimore Division and Neil 
Pedersen, administrator for the 
Maryland State Highway Admin- 
istration to extend the time for 
public comment on the Inter- 
county Connector (ICC) Draft En- 
vironmental Impact Statement 
(DEIS) to June 3 and to schedule 
a public hearing in Laurel. Davis 
also requested extending public 
comment for all resource and lo- 
cal agencies to 60 days beyond 
the close for public comment and 
to provide free copies of volumes 
1 and 2 of the DEIS to each in- 
corporated, nonprofit community 
organization that requests one 
and a hard copy of the full DEIS 
to the Coalition for Smarter 
Growth. 

In her February 24 joint letter, 
Davis expressed concern that 
there has been so little time to 
review and comment about the 
DEIS and that part of this time 
occurred over the December holi- 
days. She notes that the DEIS 
comprises 8,500 pages and cov- 
ers complex, highly technical 1s- 
sues. She also notes that the 
planning staff for the ICC had 
posted a corrupt version of the 
Socioeconomic and Land Use 
Technical Report on the official 
ICC web site for nearly two 
months. 

This time the State Highway 
Administration is charging nearly 
$400 for a single copy of just 
two of the DEIS 10 volumes, 
Davis contends. When the 1997 
DEIS was produced, it was dis- 
tributed free of charge to each 
community organization that re- 
quested one. The price charged 
this time represents a cost of 
more than 25 cents a page. 


City Notes 

Planning staff attended the 
city council executive session 
and participated in multiple 
phone conferences regarding the 
Greenbelt Station agreement. 
Staff also attended meetings on 
Northway Fields master plan 
RFP, capital projects budget and 
parking enforcement. There was 
also a Prince George’s County 
Planning Board meeting on 
Friends Community School and a 
meeting of the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., board regarding revised his- 
toric district guidelines. 

Code Enforcement 

Thirty municipal infractions 
were issued for stores at Green- 
way Center for failure to comply 
with inspection/violation notices. 
Animal Control staff responded 
to two cruelty complaints. 

Staff attended an Asian Tiger 
Mosquito workshop sponsored by 
the Maryland Department of Ag- 
riculture in College Park. 

Staff responded to a report of 
a resident falling while entering 
Pleasant Touch at Roosevelt 
Center. Two city employees 
nearby provided assistance and 
the resident was transported to 
the hospital. 

Public Works 

Crews were called in early on 
Thursday morning and once again 
worked throughout the day and 
night and again on Friday, salting 
and plowing. The sidewalk crew 
worked on Thursday and Friday 
to clear walkways. Work contin- 
ued on Friday to push the snow 
back on the streets, keep access to 
city buildings and facilities open 
and clear what snow melted and 
refroze overnight. 


GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 


Beltway Plaza Card Show 
Brings Negro Leaguers

The Beltway Plaza Mall’s trad- 
ing card show, which took place 
all day from February 25 through 
27 at Center Court, was no ordi- 
nary event for traders to swap 
sports cards and merchandise — it 
boasted two former Negro Leagu- 
ers and the widow of a third. 

Hubert “Bert” Simmons was 
there representing the Baltimore 
Elite Giants of the 1950s, the 
Farley Stars of the late 1940s and 
many other baseball teams no 
longer in existence. The right- 
handed pitcher/outfielder was in- 
ducted into the North Carolina 
A&T State University Sports 
Hall of Fame in 1978. For him, 
playing in the Negro Leagues 
was “doing something [he] 
wanted to do’— he loves the 
game of baseball. 

The 80-year-old Simmons 
said he was at the mall on the 
cool but sunny afternoon of Feb- 
ruary 26 to “educate the public 
[as to] what the Negro Leagues 
is all about.” Negro League base- 
ball was all about the love of the 
game, an apothegm thrown 
around in today’s high-paid and 
high-class sports nation. Jour- 
neymen like Simmons played 
through the turmoil of segrega- 
tion and had little money or 
fame to show for it. 

“What happened to me in 
baseball happened to me in life,” 
said Simmons, who was forced to 
ride in the back of the bus on 
the way to active duty in the 
U.S. Army during World War IL. 
He said he was relegated to the 
back on the way home as well — 
despite serving two years of his 
young life fighting in a foreign 
country. He compared his segre- 
gated unit to segregated baseball 
in the 1940s and ’50s. 

Geraldine Day, the widow of 
former Negro Leaguer Leon Day, 
had a memorabilia table of her 
own adjacent to that of 
Simmons; both flashed historic 


merchandise from the little- 
known, little-talked-about days 
of Negro League baseball. Leon 
Day was a hard-throwing pitcher 
who also played the infield and 
the outfield. In his 22 years of 
baseball, perhaps his greatest 
achievement was beating the 
legendary Satchel Paige in the 
Negro World Series, striking out 
12 batters in a 4 to 1 victory. 
Leon often struggled to make a 
regular salary despite his efforts. 

“He played for nothing be- 
cause he loved the game,” said 
Day of her husband. Leon Day 
was inducted to the Puerto Rico 
Hall of Fame in 1993 and the 
National Baseball Hall of Fame 
in ’95. Geraldine Day accepted 
the induction plaque to the Na- 
tional Baseball Hall of Fame on 
behalf of her husband, who died 
six days after his nomination. 

Day showed a tape detailing 
the successes of her late husband 
and players like him to attract 
shoppers to her table. Simmons 
signed baseball cards, hats and 
other sundries. 

Baseball enthusiasts took ad- 
vantage of this opportunity. 
Lauren Boyd, a Greenbelter who 
has followed the New York Yan- 
kees for over 40 years, was 
present. African American shop- 
pers were especially drawn to- 
ward Day, Simmons and Jim 
Bland, another former Negro 
Leaguer, while others flocked to 
neighboring tables to buy, sell 
and trade some more. One table 
had on display, among many 
other football cards, a $60 
rookie card of former Oakland 
Raiders quarterback Ken Stabler. 

Ray Banks, a Baltimore resi- 
dent, stood among the baseball 
fans, sporting a throwback Negro 
League jersey. “My passion is to 
keep the legacy alive for the Ne- 
gro League players,” he said. 
“When I retire this is what ’'m 
going to do.”

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Guiding Eye Lab Puppy 


Is Raised Here by Nolls 


Alice and Ellen Noll of 
Lastner Lane are volunteer 
puppy raisers for Guiding 
Eyes for the Blind (GEB). 
They have just seen their 
GEB puppy graduate as a 
full-fledged guide dog. 
Tommy, a black male La- 
brador Retriever, had been 
with Alice and Ellen since 
he was just eight weeks 
old. Now fully trained to 
be part of a Guiding Eyes 
team, Tommy is fulfilling 
his potential as a working 
guide dog with Guadalupe 
Montiel in New Rochelle, 
New York. 

Living in the Noll’s 
Greenbelt home, Tommy 
was provided with many 
different opportunities for 
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socialization, including Greenbelters Alice and Ellen Noll pose 


visits to shopping malls, 
train stations and restau- 
rants. It takes a great deal 
of commitment to raise a 
Guiding Eyes puppy but, 
as Ellen said “I knew from 
the beginning that Tommy 
was one very special puppy and 
I’m very proud of him and all he 
has accomplished.” 

The GEB program has about 
500 puppy raisers from Maine to 
North Carolina. These caring, 
dedicated people are the “heart 
and soul” of the Guiding Eyes 
program. Puppy raisers nurture 
the young pups and familiarize 
them with everyday situations. 
They establish the loving human 
bond that is the foundation for 
the puppies’ future role in a 
guide dog team. Puppy raisers 
are provided the necessary train- 
ing and support from a volunteer 
area coordinator. After a year and 
a half puppy raisers return the 
dogs to Guiding Eyes for evalu- 
ation. Dogs that pass their tests 


with the now-grown black Labrador Re- 
triever Tommy they raised from a puppy 
to become a guiding eye dog and the 
blind recipient he will serve, Guadalupe 
Montiel of New Rochelle, N.Y. 


begin formal training with GEB 
guide dog instructors. After four 
to six months of rigorous train- 
ing the dogs have learned to as- 
sist their future blind partner in 
traveling safely and with more 
confidence. 

It costs approximately 
$40,000 to match a Guiding 
Eyes dog with a blind partner 
but there is no cost to the 
graduate. Funded entirely by 
contributions from individuals, 
corporations, foundations and or- 
ganizations, Guiding Eyes covers 
all costs. For more information
